Sir: 

In accordance the requirements of 37 CFR 1.173(c), applicants note that by 
the present reissue application, original independent claims 1, 5 and 8 have been 
amended to recite the feature that a pulse width of the extracting pulses is "greater 
than" the writing pulse width, which feature is supported by the disclosure of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,105,409, as discussed below. It is noted that the other claims of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,105,409 are dependent claims, with claims 2-4 being dependent upon 
claim 1 , claims 6 and 7 being dependent upon claim 5, and claims 9-1 1 being 
dependent upon claim 8. Thus, the dependent claims, although being retained 
without amendment, incorporate the features of the amended parent claims therein. 

Referring to Fig. 3 of the drawings of U.S. Patent No. 5,105,409 and the 
corresponding description at col. 4, lines 28-30, Fig. 3(a) shows a writing pulse 
signal driving the laser diode 1, and as described in col. 5, lines 14-20, Fig. 3(e) 
shows the waveform of the extracting pulse signal applied from the timing pulse 
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generating circuit 24. As is apparent from Fig. 3(a) which illustrates the writing pulse 
signal having a pulse width, as shown, the extracting pulse of Fig. 3(e) has a pulse 
width which is greater than that of the writing pulse width as illustrated in Fig. 3(a). 
As indicated in coL 5, lines 16-20, "It will be seen in Fig. 3(e) that the pulse width of 
each extracting pulse is such that the pulse width of each writing pulse is suitably 
extended taking into account the frequency characteristic of TR detection system". 
Thus, while col. 2, lines 7 and 8, refer to "extracting pulses having a pulse width 
corresponding to that of writing pulses" and col. 2, lines 19-26, refer to "extracting 
pulses having a pulse width at least equal to that of the writing pulses or a pulse 
width determined while taking into account the frequency characteristics of the 
tracking servo signal, the track offset appearing at the time of information recording 
can be minimized, and the performance of the tracking servo system can be greatly 
improved", it is apparent from Fig. 3(e) in comparison with Fig. 3(a) that the pulse 
width of the extracting pulse is greater than the pulse width of the writing pulse and 
such feature was encompassed by the recitation in original independent claims 1 , 5 
and 8 of extracting pulses having a pulse width "at least equal to" the writing pulse 
width. 

Applicants submit that it is apparent that the features as recited in amended 
claims 1 , 5 and 8 of this reissue application have clear support in the specification 
and drawings of the original application, which issued as U.S. Patent No. 5,105,409.
